Experiment 
Station 
Makes Interesting Test With Dif­ 
ferent Noxious Plants. 


In a weed experim ent at the North 
Dakota experiment station, seeds of 
French weed, green foxtail, kinghead, 
wild m ustard, wild buckwheat, and 
wild oats were planted at depths of 
one, two, three, five, seven and ten 
inches. The greatest depth from which 
French weed came up was two inches; 
green foxtail, three inche.s; kinghead, 
mostly from two and three inches, a 
few from five inches; wild m ustard, 
three Inches; wild buckwheat, three 
inches; wild oats, a few from five 
inches. 
The next year a few French weeds 
came up from the one and two-inch 
depths; no green foxtail; a few king­ 
head from the one to five-inch depths; 
no wild m ustard or wild buckwheat, 
and a few wild oats from the two-inch 
depth. 
Ill five years the seeds were dug up. 
.None of the seeds at the one and 
two-inch depths were left. 
A few 
of the French weed seeds at the seven 
and ten-inch depths grew. Of the green 
foxtail, one seed from the five-inch 
depth grew, and one-sixteenth of those 
juried ten Inches germinated. Of the 
kinghead. < !y a few of the seeds from 
the len-ii.i • depth grew. Cf the wild 
mustard, 
a 
few cf the three-incb 
depth and m urly half of those buried 
ten inches grew, and one fourth of 
those from the st ven-inch depth. All 
of the wild oats and wild buckwheat 
seeds were dead.

Baseball owes the beginning of its 


present great popularity to the news­ 


papers, and it's the newspapers that 


are keeping it the center 
of interest 


among the 
thousands 
who eagerly 
read every line that is written about 
the game, the players, the magnates 
and anything and everything that has 
any connection 
with 
the 
diamond. 
The newspapers 
started the vogue, 
and now in response 
to 
a demand 
that they created are forced to make 
baseball news a special feature 
of 
their every issue. 
No paper in the 
land, big or little,^especially in cities 
where league ball is 
played, 
would 
dare ignore the game 
in 
its news 
columns. The fans have grown into 
such a mighty army that 
they de­ 
mand and 
receive 
more 
attention 
than any other one class of newspa­ 
per readers, and now the papers are 
virtually in the power of the Frank 
enstein that they created. 
But while this is true, the baseball 
m agnates should not forget that the 
instrument that built up this marve­ 
lous sentiment and has nurtured it un­ 
til 
it 
is seemingly 
all 
powerful 
can tear down as well. 
Recently many things have happen­ 
ed in the baseball world that do not 
reflect credit upon 
those concerned, 
but on the contrary tend to show' a 
lessening of that true 
sporting spirit 
that for so many years lent distinc­ 
tion to the great American game. 
With the advent 
of 
the 
Federal 
league came revelations 
of the ex­ 
istence of mercenary 
undercurrents 
permeating 
the 
entire professional 
baseball 
structure, 
heretofore 
un­ 
dreamed of by the millions of follow­ 
ers of the spoil. Players, idols of the 
grand stands 
and 
bleachers, 
broke 
binding contracts with organizations 
to 
which 
they 
belonged 
without 
sham e 
and 
brazenly 
boasted 
that 
they w'ere “out for the 
money,** and 
that contracts 
were 
but “scraps of 
paper,’* as long as they saw' opportu­ 
nity to line their 
pockets 
with bo­ 
nuses and draw' bigger salaries. Own 
ers of 
clubs 
unblushingly tempted 
players to sell their honor and betray 
every trust that had been reposed in 
them. 
Money, money, money, was 
the cry from center 
field 
to back 
stop, and suddenly the 
country w'as 
given to see that the entire baseball 
situation was saturated through and 
through with the lust for 
gain, and 
that all those back of the big organi­ 
zations were in the game for was be­ 
cause it was profitable. These charges 
were made openly and are still being 
made. Some have gone so far as to 
assert that clubs win or lose as best 
suits the box office, and 
one of the 
great players—one of the few real, 
enthusiastic heart and 
soul players 
still left—made the assertion but ten 
days or so ago that the pennant race 
had already been fixed. 
Professional 
baseball is in a bad way. 
Of this 
there can be no doubt, and the big

a moment’s 
pleasure to a crowd 
of onlookers of 
high and low degree. 
And so it has been 
all down the 
years. 
Automobile 
and motorcycle 
speeding is but 
the 
legitimate out­ 
come of the 
craze 
for amusement, 
with sudden death as 
a factor, in­ 
herent and undiable in the race of 
men. 
But there is this to 
say 
for the 
speed events: 
The drivers possess 
wonderful skill and a nerve that nine 
times out of ten extricates them from 
the most i>erilous situations, and as 
a general rule brings them out of the 
most threatening mishaps 
with col­ 
ors flying, ready for the next contest 
that may be staged. And it may be 
said that these dare-devils go into the 
thing with their eyes wffde open. T hey 
know the dangers and count ihe cost 
and have a due appreciation 
of the 
rewards of victory, both in gold and 
glory. 
Then, too, they themselves are the 
only ones to suffer w'hen disaster ov­ 
ertakes them. Seldom, indeed, nowa­ 
days are spectators numbered among 
he victims of 
these 
events, unless 
they recklessly place themselves in 
he path of danger against the rules 
of the contest managers.

With regard to the exterior and In­ 
terior arrangements of poultry houses, 
the advantage of not having a wooden 
floor is that the hens keep healthier 
than if there was a fitted floor. 
If a portable house and too large to 
move on to fresh ground as often as 
would 
be 
necessary l o 
keep 
the 
ground clean, but since cleanliness Is 
essential to success, the ground on 
which 
the 
house 
stands 
must be 
cleaned and newly littered frequently. 
Some of the best materials to use 
as litter are moss litters, cinders and 
ashes, straw’ or hay. 
Sawdust is not a good litter in such 
a place, whatever it may be on a dry 
floor, because it absorbs and retains 
much moisture from the ground. 
It is advisable to keep the walls of 
the house off the ground by standing 
them on a sill made of the most dur­ 
able wood, and in this way they are 
kept from early decay, and the wood 
will also hold longest by placing the 
boards upright and fixing them in this 
position to the framework. 
Drafts may be excluded, as It is 
most necessary they should be. by 
nailing thin battens two inches wide 
over the joints between the boards on 
the outside walls. 
The boards of the roof should, on 
the other hand, run lengthwise from 
end to end of the house and parallel 
with the ground, for though they may 
not hold so long in this position cr i' 
placed upright, they can be preserved 
by annual painting or tarring, and it 
is the only way of making a thorough 
ly rainproof roof, that will remain

Sydney, Australia, Aug. 
ll.—The ! 
names of several men who gave their 
home as the l~nit€-d States upon vol­ 
unteering 
with 
Australian 
contin­ 
gents for active service in this war 
have lately appeared in the published 
lists of casualties cabled from Tur­ 
key to the commonwealth. 
Some have been killed and some 
wounded. Notable among those killed 
was Sergeant-Major A. L. Sherbourne, 
who enlisted in a New South Wales 
command. 
Sherbourne was a native 
of Indiana and was 21 years old. 
He 
was a trolley car conductor in New­ 
castle, this state, when he enlisted. 
He was seriously wounded 
in 
the 
lirst landing of Australian troops up­ 
on the Gallipoli peninsula, but in a 
recent letter to a friend in Newcastle 
he announced his intention of short­ 
ly returning to the front. 
He did so 
and met his death. 
Sergeant-Major Sherbourne served 
in the United States navy in tile war 
with Spain and subsequently served 
in the British army in the Boer war. 
He was present at the 
capture 
of 
Santiago in the former war and in 
the latter he earned a medal. 
After 
the Boer war he joined 
the 
Cape 
mounted police in South Africa and 
received special 
commendation 
for 
courageous conduct. Later he entered 
the railway service in South Africa. 
He was a man of fine physique and 
an expert boxer and athlete. He also 
had considerable literary attainments 
and was the author of a number of 
short stories. 
In a letter written by 
him to a Sydney newspaper not long 
before the 
Australian 
expeditionary 
force was shifted to Turkey to fight 
he vigorously defended the conduct of 
the Australian soldiery in Egypt, it 
having been reported in some quar­ 
ters that the troops from the Anti­ 
podes were falling into evil ways. He 
left Australia a corporal and was evi­ 
dently promoted while in Egypt.

rout, realizes less the change in him­ 
self than the transformation of his 
Paris. He has acquired his new* color 
gradually and his built up his hitherto 
unknown muscles almost impercepti­ 
bly. The blase Parisian, who left for 
the front soft and pallid, with stoop­ 
ing shoulder and spiritless eye, indif­ 
ferently interested in life, comes back 
not only strengthened, but brighten­ 
ed ’ his mind has been reopened to 
impressions. 
The little 
revolutions 
that have transformed Paris, gradually 
break upon him all at once; he is 
more like a tourist visiting the French 
capital for the first time than a man 
w’ho knows, or knew, his boulevards 
by heart. 
L is a curious spectacle to see the 
reservists swarming into the court of 
the Gare du Nord like children full 
of picnic enthusiasm. 
They seem to 
discover something new* everywhere; 
first of all it is the civilian that gets 
their curious attention. There is first 
the surprise of the man 
from 
the 
trenches tht.t so many men were left 
at home; then there is unconcealed 
amusement at the gravity with which 
the less reassured of the non-combat- 
tants read the official communiques 
and calculate the chances of being 
safe in Paris another winter. The ab­ 
sence of motor buses, the reduced 
number of automobiles and decreased 
facilities for 
transportation 
inspire 
all sort? of quips and jibs 
at 
the 
“civil*;” as for himself the reservist 
has increased his stock of resource­ 
fulness. 
A year ago he would have 
fumed when unable to find a cab; 
today he trots off to the subway, sat­ 
isfied and amused to think that the 
“civils” must be devilishly annoyed. 
When he sits down on the terrace 
of a cafe he amuses himself by order­ 
ing prohibition drinks and pokes fun 
at the old boulevardier at his side 
who takes his substitute for absinthe 
with a grimace. 
Having lost the habit of a soft bed 
until 8 or 9 o’clock in the morning, 
he has discovered a new Paris—the 
Paris of the early houis—that goes 
cityward from 7 o’clock on and is rare­ 
ly seen at its best by those who find 
it only when submerged by the bustle 
of the later hours. The ordinary sew­ 
ing woman, with pricked and stained 
finger-ends, comes first. A little later 
the smart class of milliners, models 
and seamstresses, the shop-girls, sten­ 
ographers, terminating with the man­ 
nequins and foreladies, 
the 
aristo­ 
cracy of the great fur cloak and dress­ 
making establishments. 
War has reduced the number and 
leveled conditions; the procession is 
still charming, but with new features. 
It is a long line of white and black. 
No crape here, for their mourning is
